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Claim 2 (currently amended): [[The]] A cuticle removing device os claimed 
comprising; a first set having a fi rst handle and a first scrubbing stick which is connected 
to a first end of the first han dle, a recess defined in the first handle and communicating 
an opening defined in a seco nd end of the first handle, and a second set having a second 
handle and a second scrubbi ng stick which is connected to a first end of the second 
handle, with the second hand le being of a size and shape for slideable engagement with 
the recess, with the second s et being sized and shaped allowing removal of the second set 
from the recess^ allowing th e second scrubbing stick to be received in rfaim^ the recess 
while the second handle is e ngaged with the recess and allowing the second scrubbing 
stick to be outside the recess whfie the second ha ndle is engaged with the recess, wherein a 
diameter of the second handle is larger than that of the second scrubbing stick so that a 
shoulder is formed on an end surface of the first end of the second handle, the recess including 
a first section for receiving the second scrubbing stick and a second section for receiving the 
second handle of the second set, an annular step defined between the first section and the 
second section, the shoulder engaged with the annular step. 

Claim 3 (currently amended): The device as claimed in claim [[IJ] 2, wherein a knob is 
connected to a second end of the second handle and extends beyond the second end of the first 
handle. 

Claim 4 (currently amended): [[Thell A cuticle removing device da oinf mrH 
comprising: a first set having a first hand le and a first scrubbing stick which is connected 
to a first end of the first handl e, a recess defined in the first handle and communicating 
an opening defined in a seco nd end of the first handle, and a second set having a second 
handle and a second scrubbing stick which is connected to a first end of the second 
handle, with the second han dle being of a size and shape for slideable engagement with 
the recess, with the second s et being sized and shaped allowing removal of the second set 
from the recess, allowing th e second scrubbing stick to be received in eteifli^- the recess 
while the second handle is en gaged with the recess and allowing the second scrubbing 
stick to be outside th e recess while the second handle is engaged with the recess, wherein a 
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groove is defined in the outer periphery of the second handle and a ring is engaged with the 
groove. 

Claim 5 (currently amended): [[The]) A cuticle removiiM» device os claimed 
comprising; a first set having a first handle and a first scrubbing stick which is conngctert 
to a first end of the first handl e, a recess defined in the first handle and communicating 
an opening defined in a secon d end of the first handle, and a second set having a second 
handle and a second scrubbing stick which is connected to a first end of the second 
handle, with the second handl e behig of a size and shape for slideable engagement with 
the recess, with the second set being sized a nd shaned aUowfaig removal of the second aat 
from the recess, allowing the second scru bbing stick to be received in elaim^^ the recess 
while the second handle is eng aged with the recess and aUowing the second scruhhinp 
stick to be outside the recess while the second handle is engaged with the recess, with the 
dev|£g further comprising a ring mounted to an outer periphery of the second handle and 
engaged with an inner periphery of the recess. 

Claim 6 (new): The device as claimed in claim 5, wherein a knob is connected to a 
second end of the second handle and extends beyond the second end of the first handle. 

Claim 7 (new): The device as claimed in claun 4, wherein a knob is connected to a 
second end of the second handle and extends beyond the second end of the first handle. 
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
